A CUT IN PENSIONS? 

The pension paid toa crippled soldier, or to 
the dependents of a dead or disabled soldier, is 
the last item in the national expense account 
to which measures of traditional ‘‘economy” 
should be allowed to apply. 

The main estimates brought down at Ottawa 
show that a sum not far short of $3,000,000 is 
to be cut off the pensions’ vote for next year. 
How this reduction is to be made will be await- 
ed by the public with anxiety second only to 
that of the pensioners themselves, 

The curtailment can only be justified if it 
represents the stoppage of pensions hitherto paid 
to parties who are not entitled to them. If the 
meaning is that the allowances made to pro- 
perly qualified pensioners are to be pared down, 
there will be, and should be, an outburst of 
public resentment. These allowances are none 
too generous at present. If the plan is to re- 
duce them, it should be greeted by instant and 
nation-wide condemnation as an act of sheer 
injustice and niggardly ingratitude. 

This item in the estimates should be explain- 
ed as early as possible. Until explained it will 
bring worry to thousands of men and women 
who deserve no added hardship, and who will 
see in it a threat to cut down the meagre allow- 
ances upon which they have to subsist. 


THE MISSING PART 

Thibet, it seems, has a newspaper. Evidently 
a young one, since it disports the title of “The 
mirror of the new vicissitudes of every corner 

. of this universe.” 

And it lives up to the name. This is the 
reflection it gives of world conditions; ““‘Unem- 
ployment has been caused by the introduction 
of wheels. Two men now do the work which 
formerly kept 1000 men employed and supplied 
with food. Unemployment brings distress, dis- 
tress means no money, and no money brings bad 
trade.” The Mirror thinks the western world 
could become prosperous by abolishing wheels. 

The western world will hardly do that. But 
whatever may be said about the remedy pro- 
posed, this analysis of the world’s troubles is 
not so far astray as it might be. In broader 
language than the Thibetan contemporary em- 
ploys, the western peoples have invented them- 
selves out of jobs. They have found out so many 
ways of doing things quickly and easily that 
there is not enough work left to go round. 

But one thing the ingenious westerners have 
not yet found out is how to distribute what 
work there is, or how to distribute buying 
power to those who have no work. When they 
succeed in devising that missing part for the 
occidental machine The Mirror “of new vicissi- 
tudes” will have to change its name.

BLOCKING AN ELECTION? 


Premier Bennett, it is reported, stood alone 
in a party caucus at Ottawa, as favoring the 
calling of a general election. 

Part of this report is hard to believe. It is 
not the statement that the Premier is willing to 
call an election, but that his colleagues and 
supporters will not agree. 

No one knows better than Mr. Bennett that 
his Government has lost public confidence, and 
only retains office by “the mechanical power of 
a moribund majority” in parliament. No one 
knows better than he that when a government 
falls into that position all the implications and 
precedents of parliamentary procedure demand 
that it resign or go to the country, And none 
knows better that if an administration refuses 
to take the one course or the other in the cir- 
cumstances it is not playing “cricket” and there- 
by seals its fate beyond hope. Unwelcome as 
the prospect may be, it is due to Mr. Bennett's 
knowledge of and regard for parliamentary 
practice to believe that he recognizes the im- 
propriety of continuing to carry on. 

That his colleagues and supporters are 
minded to defy the public and hold office in 
face of the insistent and growing demand for an 
election is difficult to suppose. The Conserva- 
tive party deserves better than that at the hands 
of its representatives in parliament. If their 
reported obstinacy is true, the longer they stand 
off the inevitable the worse it will be for them- 
sélves. 

The Conservative voter who has lust his 
property and cannot find a job will not rally 
to the support of a parliamentary representative 
who refuses him the right to register his re- 
actions at the polls, 


GOING AND COMING 


The bankers have been hearing good news 
at Ottawa. They were in conference with the 
Government on Saturday when, it is reported, 
they were assured the Government “has no in- 
tention of forcing gold reserves and coins into 
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the federal treasury” before it devalues the 
Canadian dollar and sends the price of gold up. 

President Roosevelt did exactly that in the 
United States, with the result that the profit 
from the devaluation of the dollar there will go 
to the public, and be reflected in larger gov- 
ernment spending, less borrowing, or lowered 
taxation. Our Government should do the same, 
if it is to devalue the Canadian dollar, but 
according to the information above it has no 
such intention. 

No doubt, as stated, the bankers “welcomed 
the assurance.” They are holding gold enough 
that scaling the dollar down 50 per cent would 
give them—instead of the public—the neat 
profit of $14,000,000, 

That little windfall, it is explained, will com- 
pensate them in some measure for giving up the 
note-issuing power to the proposed Central 
Bank. It would, if it were allowed to come 
their way, compensate the public, but only ina 
trifling degree, for the loss they have sustained 
through the failure to devalue the dollar long 
ago, reduce interest rates, and otherwise check 
the ruinous progress of deflation. The process 
of ruin having been allowed to run its course, 
they are now apparently to be denied the small 
benefit that would come to them if the profits 
from this belated measure of inflation were 
turned into the public treasury. 

Having been cheated out of their homes and 
jobs by scarce money, the public are not to be 
let in on the benefits when money is to be made

The outbreak of beri-beri which killed four 
Chinese in a shingle camp on Vancouver Island 
last week was the result of living on rice and 
salt for four weeks. The nine Chinese hadn't 
received any wages since last August, but kept 
working patiently on, not wishing to sue their 
white employer or go on re- 
lief. Beri-beri is akin to 
scurvy, It is a form of 
vitamin - starvation. Though 
not denied the splendid 
discipline of toil and all the 


independence, these poor yel- 
low brothers of ours are to be 
counted among the victims of 
the money shortage. Pity that 
they and 300,000,000 of Chin- 
ese in China are not educated

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Dominion governnmrent figures show that only 
15 persons officially died of hunger in Canada 
last year. A vastly greater number said good- 
bye to life while their stomachs were full. No 
fewer than one thousand and four Canadians 
wilfully said goodbye to this best of all possible 
worlds last year. This was three times the 
number that died from typhoid fever and 
nearly ten times the number of those who died 
from drowning. 

Nearly eighty per cent of those who sought 
suicide were men. (There were 795 men as 
compared with 209 women.) Idleness is harder 
on men than women. The sense of fajlure is 
keener in times of stagnation. 

The same high percentage of suicide in 1933 
was observed in United States as well as in 
Canada. In New York there is a Save-a-Life 
League that seeks to prevent self-destruction.

While 81.2 per 100,000 of divorced people took 
the short cut to eternity only 24.6 per 100,000 
of married folk committed suicide.

H. G. Wells has lived long enough to see the 
stories of his youth made into successes on the 
silver screen. The Strange Revenge of Dr. 
Moreau which fell upon stony ground in the 
author’s youth, appeared as “The Island of Lost 
Souls” for which most of the beaneries, steam 
laundries and department stores of the conti- 
nent were raided for some new ravishing beauty 
to star as the Panther Woman. 

Now “The Invisible Mdn,” one of the hor- 
rors of the Wellsian youth is drawing to the 
screen crowds that never knew the author of 
The Outline of History wrote thrillers in his 
early days. 

I shall only go to see “The Invisible Man” 
from politeness, if at all. I'm more interested 
in the new film Wells is to map out and super- 
intend at Elstree, portraying his idea of what 
civilization will be like in 2200 A.D. Alexander 
Korda who produced “The Private Life of 
Henry VIII” will be the director.

A Vancouver newspaper which reproved a 
contemporary for announcing—the fact not 
being denied—that Premier Bennett was booed 
by a portion of the crowd on his recent arrival 
at the coast city, prints a despatch from its 
special correspondent in Britain, announcing 
that Premier Ramsay MacDonald has been 
“laughed at and booed for the second time 
within a week on the public platform.

The Sleep Cure

You really need sleep more than you need 
food, as you can do without food for thirty days 
or longer, but five days is about as long as you 
can do without any sleep. 

Undoubtedly sound, restful sleep has a great 
value and the average person does his best 
work the next day after six 
or eight hours of deep slum- 
ber. When it comes to sleep, 
the average human being has 
no record such as that held 
by animalls like the hedgehog 
and the bear who actually 
sleep several months at a 
stretch. 

Sleep is a great restorer 
and one of the most necessary 
healing measures. I know 

Dr. F. McCoy that you want to be a success 
in life and your success depends to a large 
degree on the habit of regular, restful sleep. 
People very often neglect sleep and forget that 
the sleep cure is one of the best helps to stay- 
ing health. If you are sick, the deep repose 
found in restful slumber will bring rich re- 
wards in building up better health and strong- 
er nerves for you. The almost magical change 
which a good quiet sleep will bring about in 
the-way you feel, will make you eager to secure 
all the benefits of regular rest. Sleep is an 
inexpensive beautifier and after a sound sleep 
the skin appears velvety, the face is smooth and 
free from lines, and the eyes are bright. 

How mueh you should sleep will depend 
upon your own individual case, The best plan 
is to experiment and try to find out what num- 
ber of hours makes you feel the best, The 
average person gets along with six to eight 
hours of sleep but the sick person may need 
from eight to twelve. When you go to sleep. be 
sure that you have plenty of fresh air. You 
will also sleep better if the blankets or bed 
covering are of just the right weight to keep 
you warm but are not heavy enough to oppress 
you. In choosing the mattress and springs for 
your bed, the best plan is to pick out those 
which enable you to secure the most comfort- 
able sleep possible. I would strongly advise you 
to treat yourself to a comfortable bed as you 
will find that the many benefits to be derived 
will more than repay you for the money it cost. 

If you find it herd to drop off to sleep, I 
would advise thai you put a hot water bottle 
at your feet as this helpful measure will usually 
produce very good results. 

I want you to form the habit of trying to 
sleep in various positions; for example, sleep 
on the Jeft side, the right side, flat on the 
stomach and so on. In this way you give the 
different groups of muscles a chance to relax 
and you will avoid that cramped feeling which 
occurs when you try to sleep too long in any 
one position.

This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1830, there died 
at Montreal, Sir John Johnson, 
the great leader and protector of 
the Loyalists after the American 
revolution. A mighty man in 
stature, he played a mighty part 
in the foundation of the Canada 
of today. Born at Johnstown, 
N.Y., in 1742, he succeeded to the 
baronetcy on the death. of his 
father in 1774, after spending his 
earlier youth in England. He 
returned to America just before 
the revolution and married Polly 
Watts, daughter of the president 
of the Council of Colonial Affairs 
in New York city. 

When the storm broke John 
Johnson, with the aid of Joseph 
Brant, organized the Indians into 
a great fighting force for King 
George; but he made a mistake— 
“a great mistake” according to 
even his great-grandson—fleeing 
from Johnson Hall into Canada to 
join the forces of Sir Guy Carle-

ton at Montreal, leaving Lady 
Jackson at the mercy of the 
rebels. She and her children 
were captured and imprisoned at 
Albany because she would not 
divulge the whereabouts of her 
husband; but she finally escaped 
and joined Sir John at Montreal, 

The story of his work for the 
Loyalists has been told before. 
His funeral was a notable event. 
As a former commander-in-chief 
he was given full military honors; 
as provincial grand master the 
Masonic body paid him full trib- 
ute; his body was carried upon 
the shoulders of six Indian chiefs; 
and hundreds made the journey 
to Mount Johnson, near St. Johns, 
where the body was placed in the 
family vault. 

Sir John Johnson would have 
been the first lieutenant governor 
of Upper Canada if Lord Dor- 
chester (Guy Carleton) had his 
way.

Sweepstakes have been very widely advertised by the Irish 
Free State; and as a result proposals have been brought forward 
in many parts of the empire for a loosening up of the restrictions 
against lotteries, which include sweepstakes. 


The Australians have loosened up their antj-gaming laws; and 
9 of the New South Wales newspapers carry lottery advertis-

relating to gambling and gaming. « 


Gambling is entirely legal everywhere in the British Empire. 
You can go into the nearest bank and direct the carrying out of 
gambling transactions up to the extent of the utmost of your cash 
and credit; and you will not offend against any law. Stock 
exchanges and produce exchanges do not bar gambling transac- 
tions. So long as you operate under the guise of some line of com- 
merce the sky is the limit.

ever a man stakes his money boldly against another man’s money, 
without interjecting the subterfuge of so many shares of stock or 
bushels of wheat, the law steps in and makes both parties to the 
bet criminals and outside the law, Payment of money to secure 
tickets in a lottery or sweepstake is illegal and unlawful; pay- 
ment of money to secure a broker's ticket showing that you have 
bought or sold shares of stock or bushels of grain is completely 
lawful although you have no shares or grain. 


The explanation probably is that it is necessary to protect the 
rank and file of the population against themselves; against being 
Jed into @ habit of life where they will confine their activities to 
games of chance and will not work. Therefore games of chance 
and lotteries and sweepstakes are unlawful and criminal by law. 


When a man has acquired enough money to play the market 
through bankers and brokers he does not need this protection any 
more; and his bets become speculations in securities and commod- 
ities having the approval of Jaw and lawmakers. 


The Latin races have never insisted upon the distinction be- 
tween gambling and gaming. Their philosophy is that the laws of 
chance apply alike to the great and the near great; and that you 
cannot make a man save his money by legal protection, 


The French people and the Spanish people do not believe 
there are any moral principles involved in speculation; they con- 
fine their laws to preventing cheating and theft. Taken over a 
term of years tieir system seems no worse than ours. Both are 
imperfect. 


The truth is that the handling of other people’s money is 
always attended with great temptations, Recent disclosures at 
Washington have shown that Banks with the greatest resources 
and highest reputations operated financia] deadfalls to the detri- 
ment of a trusting public. 


There is no reason to suppose that people operating gambling 
propositions will be any more scrupulous than bankers. Then the 
obvious thing 1o do is to consolidate gambling and gaming into 
one legal disqualification; and provide that any speculation made 
lawful shall be so regulated and made subject to inspection and

SAIARIES FOR 
TEACHERS UP 


The question of salary schedules 
for teachers in schools where pre- 
vocational training in manual arts 
and household science are taught 
in grades seven, eight and nine, as 
at present in the: King Edward 
school, will be discussed in confer- 
ence of the Edmonton Public 
School board and Teachers’ Alli- 
ance representatives, it was decided 
at Tuesday night’s Schoo] board 
meeting.
